Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD OF THE SCHOOL DISTRICT OF 


LANGDON: 


Herewith I respectfully submit my third annual report as 
superintendent of your schools, it being the ninth in a series of 
similar reports, since you first adopted the district supervisory 
plan.

There have been maintained in the town during the past 
year three schools, one on Langdon Hill and two at Langdon | 
Village. 

The Hill school has been in charge of Miss Martha H. 
Hoyt, who has been in continuous service in this school since 
September, 1909. This school demonstrates the advisability of 
retaining the services of a good teacher for a term of years. 
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Miss Hoyt came to us with some experience and has by pains- 
taking and continuous effort brought about almost ideal condi- 
tions for a mixed school. I feel that every dollar expended in 
maintaining this school for the past year has been an economic 
expenditure and a good investment. You may justly be proud 
of this school. 

At the village during the past year, the primary school has 
been taught by Miss Blanche L. Davis and her sister, Miss Ethel 
E. Davis. Both of these young ladies have proven themselves 
excellent teachersand have. subjected their pupils to refined in- 
fluences. Their pupils have made excellent progress in their 
studies. 3 

The grammar room has suffered from a too frequent change 
of teachers and the results obtained have not been as satisfactory 
as might be hoped for. 

From the above statistics it will be seen that the attendance 
at the village school has dropped off to such a point that, unless 
there isa prospect ofan immediate increase in numbers, it 
would seem an unjustifiable expense to continue longer with 
two teachers. This is deplorable, because even if the number 
of pupils should remain beiow twenty, it will be impossible to 
maintain as efficient a school withall the grades in one room, as 
it would with twice the number in two rooms. 

I believe that the placing of the slate blackboards in the 
Hill school was a wise expenditure of the district’s money. A 
few dollars laid out in brightening up the interior of this build- 
ing would be appreciated by many interested in this school. 
There should be immediate provision made for the proper clos- 
eting of books and supplies at the village school. 

With sincere thanks to the board for their co-operation, 
support, and confidence, to the teachers for their earnestness and 
loyalty, and to the people of Langdon for their hospitality, this 
report is respectfully submitted.
